There is no teaching or suggestion in the art of record disclosing a process for 
making a photovoltaic device using a substrate comprising silicon doped with a first 
dopant, the process comprising the steps of claim 17, wherein the surface coating step 
is performed sequentially after the first layer of the substrate is formed at a front surface

and at least one edge surface as in accordance with claim 17. Therefore, independent 
claim 17 is deemed allowable along with its dependent claims 18-21 , 28 and 31 .
